Tes news received by cable to-day, that 
hostilities have been commenced: against 


_| the Zuloa, is of very serious importance, 
Few people take much interest in ‘South |’ 
-3| African . politics, and consequently the 


gravity of the struggle on, which the 
British forces are now entering is scarce- 
ly appreciated, Zululand is an extensive 
country, perhaps three hundred miles in 
length and ‘two hundred in breadth, on 
the east coast of South.Africs. - It is 
bounded on the south by the British 
Colony of Natal, and on the west by the 
Transvaal ; in fact it intervenes between 
this country and the sea, Great Britain 
annexed the Transvaal in April 1877 
because a chieftain, subject to the Zulu 
king against whom we now appear to have 
dedlared war, had proved too strong for 
the Dutch republic.in question, and the 
excitement and triumph thus provoked 
amongst the native tribes in that part of 
the world were. menading the well-being 
of the British colonies, On -annexing 
the Transvaal England found’ it neces- 
sary to carry on the struggle in which 
tbe Boers.had been engaged, the. résult 
being that the hostile chieftain haa been 
driven. into. an inaccessible .mountain, 
where he haa entrenched himself with 


break ‘of war, originated in a dispute 
between the Transvaal -and the King 
of Zulu with regard to the’ posses- 
sion of certain territory, The dispute 
was referredto. three Commissioners by 
Sir H, Bulwer, and they were directed 
to hold an enquiry on the: spot, and to 
make a report on the facts of the case. 
They did so, and their report was sent 
to Sir Bartle Frere, who visited Natal 
for the express purpose of’ settling the 
matter with Cetewayo. ~ The telegrams 
reporting the progress of the negotiations 
between Sir Bartle Frere and the Zulu 
King have been: a little contradictory ; 
for example, a Reuter's telegram dated 
the 4th January, asserted that “the 
frontier. disputes had been settled in 
favour of the Zulus,” while another re- 
ceived here on the 23rd January stated 
that “Cetewayo had assented to. somo of 
the demands of the Government, but 
asked time to consider others.”

BANK DIVIDENDS. 
W.: have already called attention to some 
of tho dangers induced by the eagerness of 
joint-stock banks to declare high dividends, 
As the subject is of special interest just 
now, and has a direct-practical bearing on 
the legislation to. be. undertaken whon the 
session ix resumed after Christmas, we 
offer no apology for returning to it. — 
Directors bave a strong temptation to 
increase, or dt any rate to keep up, their 
dividends ; because public confidence isthe 
indispensable condition of banking success, 
and there isno way 80 likely. of gaining 
that confidence as by seeming to be very 
prosperous, . It will be in the recollection 
of our readers that the last dividend.of tho 
Oity of Glasgow Bank was 12 per cent., 
the rate having been gradually raised from 
8 per cent; although the statements of 
-Messrs Bleming and Matthew,.on which we 
commented a week since, show that the 
bank“has always been in difficulties during 
the past thirteen years, and probably has 
never been solvent stuce its temporary 
suspension in 1867. Here we have proof 
of the declaration of dividends whish were‘ 
not earned, But the malpractice to which 
this particular ésthblishment resorted were 
go gross that it would be foolish and unjust 
to found an argument. on them slone. 
Indeed, we may dismiss that-fatlure as-due 
-to something diferent from careless business. 
Unfortunately we bave another instance 
more’ to the point. It in alleged that.the 
West of England Bank nevor recovered 
from its lonsos in 18764 for a long time, 
Andeed, ir is even asserted that those losses’ 
were not so much as written off; yet the 
bank divided 8 per cents Inst year, “It must 
tbe allowed credit for having. gradually 
reduced ‘the dividend’ from‘14 pot. cont, in 
the height of the coal and iron inflation to 
the rate méntioned.

net profit to dispose of only by treating bad 
debts an ansots,’ Here, then, we have a case 
in which the desire to appear prosperous 
operated balefully.: “Can woe safely assume 
that thesg two institutiops bave been alone 
in over-estima tog’ the amount of their 
wine?

There fs not the alighteat ground for 
doubting that in the grost majority 
of cases those large profits ‘wore fairly 
earned. Banking, when properly osrried 
on, ia on exceedingly simple business, 
easily conducted by:a board of direc- 
tora, and needing only ordinary. intolli- 
gence, care, and integrity. The banker 
receives. thé depusits of -his cuatomors, 
keeps by him a reserve enfficient to. meet 
the oaloulable’ demands upon him, and 
invests the-reat in good and easily realiza- 
ble securities.’ If he does thia, he prospers, 
and his prosperity strengthens his uredit,, 
atid thereby enables bim to prosper still 
more, Of late years, tco; it has been 
rarely found possible to establish a new 
bank, ond consequently the old ohes enjoy 
a kind of monopoly. fore important than 
all, the capital.on which the dividends are 
paid is a very small part of the working 
capital. In addition to thé 474 millions of 
capital of these 118 bauks, there was last 
year a resorve fund, gradually acoumulated 
out of past profits, of 21} millions, which, 
though not counting for dividends, was m- 
ployed in carning. Furthermore, the deposits 
and current accounts were employed in mak- 
ing the profits, We showed afew weeksago | 
that, roughly apoaking, the deposits exceed 
the paid-up share capital about five times, 
Reckoning doposits and reserve fund, the 
teal-working-capital of the banks wad thus 
about six-and-a-half times—ttfe’ capital on’ 
which dividends were paid. Tho current 
accounts are allowed no interest, and the 
deposits proper reczive but'a low rate ; lat 
year it was particularly low, as money was 
throughout cheap. Thus the shareholdert’
